Mozart, in that order, while the 
‘‘Musicologists ” give the same 
four names, reversing the order of 
Bach and Beethoven; The Stan- 
ford College follows these four 
names with those of Gershwin and 
Tchaikowsky, neither. of which 
appears in the list of the Musi- 
cological Society at all, which 
places Palestrina and Haydn 
fifth and sixth. The name of 
Brahms appears in a similar 
position in both lists, being eighth 
in that of the Stanford College 
and seventh in the other list. 
Chopin and Debussy appear far 
down in both lists, while Schubert 
takes sa7enth place in the Stan- 
ford College list, and tenth in the 
favour of the Musicologists. The 
names of Liszt and Mendelssohn, 
figuring prominently in the former 


draws attention, I cannot understand 
our reluctance in this country to 
adopt the obvious remedial measures 
to prevent soaring prices. 

Public attention has not been 
sufficiently directed to the very quiet 
adaptation of a good idea by the 
British Government when, over two 

ears ago, they began subsidising 
retail prices. Flour, meat, milk, tea 
and several other main foods are 
now sold to consumers at reduced 
prices, the difference being financed 
by issues of credit from the Govern- 
ment, and this to the extent of over 
£200,000,000 per annum. i 

With our money linked to sterling, 
we Irish get the worst of bot 
worlds—belligerency and neutrality 
—since we do not share in war-time 
wages—and subsidies—but suffer the 
full evil effects of war-time inflation. 
Is it surprising to see our people 
striving to get out of such disastrous 
social conditions, where. the farm 
labourer is lucky if he gets 34s. per 
weck, when, by making a short 


concern is not to serve the public 
but to line their own pockets and 
feather their nests? Why should 
the nation’s credit be controlled and 
restricted by private profit-taking 
banking cartels,. directed and owned 
largely’ by non-nationals and inter- 
national crooks? Why should our 
currency be tied to sterling instead 
of related to the national wealth? 
Why should our monetary destiny 
be devised and controlled by the 
Bank of England and in turn by the 
moguls of Wall Street? Why have 
we no money for large-scale afforesta- 
tion, developing the country’s latent 
mineral resources, builtling great 
arterial roads, for vast housing 
schemes, village halls, drainage and 
reclamation works, for constructing 
the gigantic aerodromes that the 
future will undoubtedly bring? Why 
is Galway Bay, the finest natural 
harbour in the world bar none, still 
a waste playground for seagulls 
rather than the most important port 
in the western hemisphere? Why

Part-time Factory 


How the problem of safeguard- 
ing vita! factories in Britain, from 
bombing has been solved is told sn 
the Production and Engineering 
Bulletin issued by the Mimsters of 
Labour and Production. AT a special 
factory, created in some disuse 
passages at an underground station, 
London transport railworkers are 
putting in thousands of hours spare- 
time night work each week produc: 
ing aircraft parts. During the last 
week for which figures are avail- 
able the total hours worked amounted 
to nearly 3,000. ‘The factory is opea 
for part-time workers each evening 


the prisoners dependent for food on 
the caprice of their gaolers, or the 
charity of the benevolent; water 
denied to them, except in the 
scantiest proportions; putrid straw 
their only bedding.’’ People who 
want changes in this direction, 
fortunately, are in a very small 
minority, and most people feel that 
such es would fall even shorter 
of solving the problem of crime in 
the 20th century than they did in 
the 18th century. 
Those who feel that our prisons 
should go forward would view with 
approval the fact that in Irish 
risons, in addition to being clean, 
well lighted, well ventilated and 
providin adequate food, have 
abolished the plank bed and _ sub- 
stituted for it beds of army type; 
that books are provided, and that in 
the diet margarine has been replaced 
by butter, though this latter change 
is a result of the emergency, which 
has made margarine unobtainable. 
They would also be pleased with the

POLITICAL PRISONERS 


_ One might also mention the difficul- 
ties caused by the unfortunately. 
persistent problem of the political 
prisoner. The attitude of the authori- 
ties to the request of separate treat- 
ment for political prisoners has been 
sympathetic. But it has been neces- 
sary, at times, due to lack of accom- 
modation, to give political prisoners 
their distinctive treatment in one of 
the ordinary prisons. Their presence 
in an ordinary prison must be up- 
setting both for the ordinary inmates 
and for the prison officials: ‘Their 
presence means an undue demand on 
the time, energy and sometimes 
patience of the staff, preventing them 
from giving as much thought as they 
would like to the problems of the 
ordinary inmate. The presence of 
political prisoners in a civil prison 
may also mean that the recreation 
facilities have to be reserved for 
them when ctherwise they might be 
given to the ordinary prisoners. One
